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Distribution High, But Profits Not to Blame 


s The interesting study of distribution and its high -cost, which has been 


raade by .the Twentieth Century Fund, as drawing to its conclusions. Previous 
parts of the study have indicated that distribution is too costly; that a dispro- 
portionate part of the cost of goods goes not to those who produce them, but 
to those who distribute them. 


The average person unthingingly jumps to the answpr: The distributors 


are making too much profit. 


. But that isn't the answer, according to the fund's research experts. They 


found 'Tittle evidence that general high profits are being made in the field 
of distribution considered as a whole." Some firms, and especially some new 
and particularly efficient ones, were found to be making big profits. 


But for every outstanding success and profit-making among distributive 


fii'.ns, they found many which barely break even, and some which run at a 
loss even in good years. In 1936, for example, a relatively prosperous year 
they fcfund that half of all' the 'trading and distributing organizations of the' 
entire country showed a loss on the year. Average net profits, lumping to- 
gether the profitable and unprofitable operations, were little more than 2 per 
cent on sales. 


In short, most of what the consumer pays for the wholesale and retail 


Efccessesi goes for wages, salaries, rent, maintenance, heat, light taxes and 
supplies. Only a very small part goes for profit as such. 


The only conclusion that can be drawn from such a study is this- that if 


distribution of the things is costly and wasteful, so is their manufacture 
And 


suice the study makes it clear that "big profits" is probably not the answer 
to high-cost distribution, the answer does lie just where it lies in any other 
situation of the kind-in greater efficiency to produce the same result or in 
demanding Jess results.

These stones may hold the key to 


American history's No. 1 mystery, the 
fill'.' of Iho losl colony of Roanoke. 


If 
these crudely carved .stones- 


dated 1589, 1590 nnd 1591—piovr- gen- 
nine, new light will be- thrown on the 
wanderings of Sir Walter Haleifib's 
famous colony. The Writing on the 
Oubs establishes that the group he 
left behind did not perish in North 
Ciirilona, or Virginia, a.s hi.slorians be- 
lieve, but in South Carolina. 


Authenticity of the .stones- would 


mean a ehango in .script for the Hou- 
noke Island dramatists who have been 
for three years telling the world the 
story of Virginia Dare in u play "The 
Lost Colony." 


Each summer this drama i.s unacted 


on a waterside slage across Croalan 
sound from Daie county, North Caro- 
lina. Since the opening night of "The 
Lost Colony" many new discoveries 
in .stone have been made about the 
heroine uf the play. 


In November of 
liKiV thy first of 


Brenaii College's 14 stones wa.s un- 
earthed. The second was found last 
June. The others were discovered only 
;i few weeks ago in (he lower part of 
Greenville county. South Carolina, on 
a hill near the Saludii river. These 
grahile and sandstone slabs range in 
weigh from 40 to 154 pounds, totaling 
111H pounds. 


Slabs ReinK Studicil 


Acquisition of the lust 12 .s-lones. 


each hearing a carved message relat- 
ing to the lo.sl colony, was announced 
by President llaywood J. Pearce. of 
Brenau and his .son. Dr. Haywood J. 
Pearce, Jr., professor of history al 
Emory University, Atlanta. 


Discovery of the first of these slabs 


known as the "Virginia Dare stones" 
in l!i:)7 launched the renewed investi- 
gation into the fate of the lost col- 
ony. A tuurlst came upon the 21- 
pound peice of quart/ in a swamp on 
the bank of the Chowan river near 
Edenton. N. C. 


Unable to decipher the inscription 


on the stone, the tourist sought the 
aid of experts. 


Microscopic studies revealed 
the 


slab wa.s .signed E. W. D. (presumably 
the initials of Eleanor White Dare'l 
and that it conveyed news of the 


umtucre 
i>! 37 colonists and their 


burial on a small hill near a river. 
The message related that a marker, 
listing the names of the victims, had 
been placed over the spot where thoy 
had been buried. 


Colonists Traveled South 


The discovery spurred search for the 


grave marker, which was found a 
year later with 12 other stones, about 
13 miles .south of Greenville, S. C., a 
scant 150 yards from U, S. Highway 
29, one of the most heavily traveled 
thoroughfares in the south.

vooil 1'ciircc, lef(, and Dr. II, J. Pearce, his fattier. , 


colonists journeyed about 350 miles 
.soulhwestward from the North Caro- 
lina const mid established ti camp or 
stockade near the Saluda river, which 
they occupied for a( least two years. 


In 1591. the messages reveal, 17 of 


the runiuining 24 colonists were mas- 
sacreed by the Indians. The victims, 
induding Virginia Dare and her fath- 
er. Ananias, were listed on one of the 
slabs. The seven survivors moved on 
further southward, perhaps into what 
is now Georgia. 


Of the 4H names listed as murdered 


by "salvage" 24 chuck accurately with 
names included in Governor White's 
list of his colonists as conveyed in a 
letter to Sir Walter Raleigh in 1537. 
Reconciliation of the other names with 
the official list, if possible nt all, will 
require long investigation. Discrep- 
ancies may be dut to nicknames, for- 
gotten names, or aiases among the 
colonists.

On another stone. Eleanor instructs 


her 
father to look at Die bark of 


trees, the colonists having left "cer- 


tain signe amang thame."

However, it was the first stone, dis- 


covered in North Carolina, that told 
the most complete story. FVeely trans- 
lated, this message reads: 


"Father, soon after you went to 


England we came hither. Only mis- 
ery and war for two years. Above 
half dead ere two years more from 
a sickness, 24 surviving. A savage 
with a message of ship came to us. He 
reported that after small space of 
time the savages, feigning the spirits 
were engry, suddenly murdered all 
seven of us. My child (Virginia) and 
Ananias too were slain with much 
misery .We buried all about four 
miles east of this river upon a small 
hill. Names are all written there upon 
a rock. To any savage who will show 
this unto you and show you hither 
we promise^ to give great plenty pres- 
ents." 


Raleigh founded the colony at Roa- 


noke Island. Governor White left in 
1587 
for England. When he returned 


in 1591 the colony had vanished.
